Warn Of Seed Corn ~ 
Shortage In State 


Urging Michigan farmers to test their 
seed corn carefully this spring and to 
conserve available stocks, crop special- 
ists at the Michigan State College are 


the crop is scarce this year. 

’ Wet weather and earty freezes last 
fall resulted in lowered germinating 
power for much of the state crop of 
seed corn. Tests carried out by the 
farm crops department at M. S. C. have 
shown this condition to exist even in 
many stocks thbught to be in good con- 
dition. 

Conditions this year in regard to seed 
corn are suid by Prof. J. F. Cox, head 
of the college crops department, to 
compare with those of the disastrous 
1917 season. The samesituation is said. 
to exist throughout the coro belt and 
northern states. 

Full information on testing seed corn 
is contained in bulletin number 289 of 
the Micnigan Experiment Station,

Station At Monroe 18-24 is designated American Forest 
Establishment of a special European 
Corn Borer experiment station in Mon- 
roe County this spring, with the Michi- 
gan State College and the bureau. of 
entomology of the U. S, Department of 
Agriculture at the college. : 

An entomologist from. the bureau of 
entomology at Washinyton and a crops 
man from M.S, C. will bein residence 
permanently at the new station. A 
complete experimental program’ aimed 
at study and development of methods 
of controlling the dangerous crop pest 
will be undertaken.. The corn borer 
has already spread over much of south- 
eastern Michigan, offering a problem 
of immediate and. vital importance for 
the agriculture of the state. : 

That the work of the new station will 
be purely experimental in nature is 
jointed t the col- 
lege.. The State’ Department ‘of Agri- 
culture, at Lansing, is handling quaran- 
tine and other contrél measures for the 
corn borer. The Monroe sub-station 
will merely aim at developing informat- 
ion necessary in adequate control work. 

The entomology and farm depart- 
ments at M. S. C. will have direct sup- 
ervision of the college end of the Mon-

What Crops 


To Plant: 


U. S. Bureau Of Agr'l Econ- 
omic Makes Report. 


What crops to plant is a problem that 
confronts every farmer in the spring of. 
the year. Some ‘maintain a certain ro-. 
tation quite’ closely. in the successive 
season, others devote a certaiti fixed. 
acreage to the various cash crops each 


year, while many others are-influenced” 


or guided by the prices obtained for 
the crops of the previous season. . The 
anndal report issued in March of each 
year by the U.S. Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics in cooperation with 
various state agricultural agencies on 
intensions to'plant indicates the gen-. 
eral trend of what farmers expect to 
do but is not intended as a forecast of 
what they will actually plant. It is 
merely to snpply information to those 
who are in doubt and aid. them in de- 
termining the proper course to, pursue 
in avoiding abnormal! increases or de- 


The report for this season, issued by. 


|the Michigan Cooperative Crop Re- 


porting Service indicates that Michigrn 
farmers are planning an increase of 
about 80 per cent in spring wheat, one 
per cent in corn, and seven per cent in 
oats; a decrease of two per cent in bar- 


‘{ley, and no charge from last year in 
| potatoes. Some of these changes will 


depend upon the amount of fall-sown 
wheat which it is found’ necessary to 


abandon, and, of course, all changes. . 


will be more or less dependent‘ upon 
prevailing weather and planting.con- 
ditions. No inquiry was made. con- 
cerning beans or beets but reporters’ 
comments ‘indicate that both of these 
crops will suffer some loss of acreage. 

Eor the. North Central group of 
states, tae indicated percentages of
